tion  for  his  skill  and  judgment  in  the  treatment  of  architec¬ 
tural  subjects  ;  consequently  he  was  well  equipped,  as  his 
drawings  prove,  to  render  faithful  reproductions  of  the  many 
buildings  of  antiquity  and  interesting  scenes  in  the  land  of 
the  Bible.  Mr.  Roberts  was  provided  with  guards  to  ac¬ 
company  him  everywhere  and  protect  him  from  interruption 
whilst  sketching,  and  he  even  obtained  permission  to  enter 
every  mosque  he  desired  to  visit,  a  privilege  never  before 
given  to  a  Christian,  and  to  this  fact  we  are  indebted  for 
having  presented  to  our  view,  for  the  first  time,  the  interior 
architectural  beauties  and  ceremonies  of  these  interesting 
buildings.  He  afterward  ascended  the  Nile  and  made  draw¬ 
ings  of  almost  every  edifice  from  the  extremity  of  Nubia 
to  the  Mediterranean.  He  crossed  the  desert  by  the  route 
of  the  Israelites  to  Mount  Sinai  and  by  Akaba,  and  through 
the  great  valley  of  El  Ghor  to  Petra,  and  thence  to  Hebron, 
making  sketches  of  all  objects  of  interest.  He  afterwards 
visited  Jerusalem,  reaching  there  the  day  before  Palm  Sun¬ 
day,  making  many  interesting  sketches.  He  afterward 
visited  the  Dead  Sea,  the  Rake  of  Tiberias,  the  sea  coast  and 
mountain  range  of  Rebanon,  and  the  ruins  of  Baalbec,  de¬ 
voting  himself  to  the  task  of  sketching  so  much  that  he  was 
overtaken  with  a  fever  and  was  obliged  to  desist.  The  ex¬ 
traordinary  merit  of  his  drawings,  when  seen  after  his  return 
home,  created  a  sensation  not  easily  forgotten.  The  fidelity 
of  his  accurate  pencil,  his  skillful  and  rigid  adherence  to  the 
truth  of  costume,  his  attention  to  just  and  characteristic 
effect,  were  acknowledged  by  all  travellers  and  artists  com¬ 
petent  to  judge.  The  demand  for  this  work  sprang  out  of 
the  interest  this  excited,  and  to-day,  as  in  the  day  of  publi¬ 
cation,  it  is  held  as  the  leading  work  on  the  subject,  and  for 
those  who  wish,  but  cannot  expect  to  visit  the  Holy  Rand, 
a  careful  study  of  the  subjects  herein  portrayed  will  act  as  a 
balm  to  their  cravings.
